17a. ORIGIN AND BREEDING HISTORY 

The variety Venture, experimental designation V75024, was selected and tested at the Horticultural 
Research Institute of Ontario, Vineland Station, Ontario. It arose from a single selection (number 4) from 
the cross of 'Suncling' and 'New Jersey Cling 81' made in 1975. Venture is a mid- to late season 
processing non-melting, clingstone processing peach with greater resistance to bacterial spot disease, 
Xanthomonas campestris pv. Pruni (Smith) Dye, than 'Babygold 5', the variety it replaces. 



17b. STATEMENT OF UNIFORMITY AND STABILITY 

The variety, Venture, is sufficiently uniform and stable. No variants have been observed. 
17c. DISTINCTNESS STATEMENT 

Compared to 'Babygold 5', Venture has improved disease resistance, good productivity, good processing 
quality, large fruit size and is well adaptation to handling by processing machinery. The vigorous and 
semi-upright trees have strong branches, but, unlike 'Babygold 5,' the trees can be easily trained using 
conventional pruning methods. The blossoms and fruit are more resistant to brown rot disease, Monolinia 
fruiticola (G. Wint.) Honey, than 'Babygold 5' and the trees are tolerant of perennial canker disease, 
Leucostoma cinta (Fr.:Fr.) Hohn and L. persoonii Hohn. 

17d. SAMPLE OF PROPAGATING MATERIAL

17e. METHODS FOR MAINTAINING THE VARIETY 

The variety Venture will be maintained using asexual methods. Nuclear plants are maintained at The 
Centre for Plant Health Sidney, BC and in a virus tested budwood block maintained at Vineland Station, 
ON.
